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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's election of group II, claims 16-17, dated February 10, 2006 is acknowledged. 
Applicant elected species O drawn to different electrodes. Claims 16-17 have been amended on 
March 26, 2007. As amended, claim 17 is not drawn to a fiber assembly. Claim 17 is drawn to a 
portion. Examiner is interpreting a portion as to refer to a section of the fiber assembly. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 3-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Safari et al, U.S. 
Patent Number 5,6 1 5,466. 

Safari discloses a ceramic fiber fabrication that comprises sintered fibers of piezoelectric 
material (see column 3, line 55-column 4, line 14). Claims 16 and 17 are product-by-process 
claims. Even though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the process, 
determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of a product does 
not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by-process claim is the 
same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the 
prior product was made by a different process. See MPEP 2113. The Safari reference discloses 
a fiber assembly as do the present claims. The manner in which the fiber assembly was process 
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does not make the fiber assembly in the Safari reference different from that of fiber assembly of 
the present claims. 

4. Claims 3-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Card et al, U.S. 
Patent Number 4,933,230. 

Card discloses composites that are comprised of woven mats that comprise piezoelectric sintered 
fibers (see column 4, line 5-column 6, line 44). Claims 16 and 17 are product-by-process claims. 
Even though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the process, determination 
of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of a product does not depend on 
its method of production. If the product in the product-by-process claim is the same as or 
obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product 
was made by a different process. See MPEP 2113. The Safari reference discloses a fiber 
assembly as do the present claims. The manner in which the fiber assembly was process does 
not make the fiber assembly in the Safari reference different from that of fiber assembly of the 
present claims.
